"Whenever public officials assist children and 
families coping with Autism, everyone benefits/' said 
Doug Flutie. "The Doug Flutie Jr. Foundation is pleased to 
join the Statewide Coalition for Autism in recognizing 
Representative Straus for his leadership." 

Representative Straus authored legislation 
directing the Commissioner of Public Health to conduct a 
scientific study to determine the prevalance of autism in 
Massachusetts. The ongoing study is directed at obtaining 
an accurate assessment of the number of affected children 
in Massachusetts, and to better prepare and predict their 
need for services. 

"I am honored by the Coalition's decision to 
present me with this award," Representative Straus said. 
"This study shows that the state recognizes the serious 
concerns and implications this condition has on families 
and service providers." 

Autism is a neurological disorder that impairs the 
development of a person's ability to communicate and 
interact with others. However, because the symptoms of 
autism can occur in any combination and with varying 
degrees of severity, it has been difficult to obtain an 
accurate number of those afflicted with the disease and is 
often misdiagnosed. Recently, a number of reports 
suggest that the incident of autism is increasing in the 
United States.

Among the prioritized list of needed capital 
improvements at Memorial School presented to the 
Selectmen and FinCom: 

• $12,000 to replace the Simplex Fire Alarm panel 
with an analog addressable type; 

• $18,000 to improve the drop-off /pick-up of 
students by separating car and bus traffic with an exten- 
sion road behind the school; 

• $11,900 to install pressure-reducing valves on 
water storage tanks in the school; 

• $5,400 to repair a storm drain by the loading 

dock; 

• $15,300 to repair leaking windows in several 
rooms and install new flashing, brick, mortar and caulk- 
ing; 

• $7,200 to install ceiling fans in several rooms; 

• $10,500 to install a four-ton Trane air condi- 
tioner and programmable thermostat in the computer lab; 

• $2,500 to replace a ventilation exhaust fan 
system for several rooms; 

• $2,000 to install window shades for two fixed 
skylights; and 

• $45,000 to replace the roof in the cafeteria/ 
music room /nurse's office /corridor before the gym (some 
7,000 square feet). 

The total estimated costs to complete all ten wish- 
list items was $129,800. 

Mr Costa asked the Board of Selectmen if they 
supported making these immediate capital improve- 
ments. 

"As far as I'm concerned, when you're dealing 
with safety and health concerns ... yes," Chairman Ryan 
said. "It looks as though, these are the most important 
things (that) need to be done. Based on what the state is 
saying, there's no way we can do the whole building." 

"If you make it a big project, then the state is 
going to be looking over your shoulder and you'll have to 
get an architect," Mr. Huntoon said. "I would not want to 
see all of these included as a (Town Meeting) article ... I'd 
rather see them as part of the (Rochester Memorial 
School) budget under maintenance items."

TICKS 

Last year, my dog got 10-20 ticks a day. How can I stop that from 
happening this year? 

Your veterinarian may stock Preventic tick collars. These 
collars will minimize the number of ticks that get embedded 
in your dog. A new product called Frontline is also avail- 
able from your veterinarian as a spray or drops. Frontline 
will kill ticks, as well as fleas, on dogs and cats for a month. 

How can I remove the ticks that he gets? 
Grasp the tick near its head with tweezers or a tick spoon 
and pull gently. Rubber gloves or a napkin will protect your 
hands in case you accidently rupture a tick that is engorged 
with blood. 

Can tick bites make my dog sick? 

Unfortunately, ticks carry Lyme Disease and Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, both of which are very common in this 
area. The most common symptom of these diseases in dogs 
is lameness.

A two-person show opens at the Marion Art

Anne Dean currently lives in Lincoln, MA but has 
many ties to Marion where she and many members of her 
family spend the summers together in the seaside village. 
Ms. Dean is a graduate of Tufts University with a BFA 
degree. She received her MA in Education from Antioch 
University and and MA in Metaphysics from the Univer- 
sity of Metaphysics in California. She has taught ceramics 
in several schools around Boston including Middlesex, 
Noble and Greenough, Walnut Hill and Dedham Country 
Day where she was head of the art department.

Phone Booth. Starring Colin Farrell and Forest Whitaker. 
Directed by Joel Schumacher. Running time: 81 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New 

Bedford. 

I happened to see Phone Booth on Roger Gorman's 77th birth- 
day, and chances are that the old B-movie skinflint would heart- 
ily approve of the movie. Gorman, of course, is the guy who shot 
an entire film — Little Shop of Horrors — in just over two days; 
the director of Phone Booth, Joel Schumacher, brought his movie 
home in ten days and brings it in at a snappy 81 minutes. 1 doubt 
Gorman would' ve spent as much money on extras playing cops 
(he would' ve had about twelve cops, and hired Dick Miller to 
play eight of them), but we can't have everything. 

File the following tmder Things I Never Dreamed I'd Say: I 
had a fine time with this movie directed by Joel Schumacher. 
This formerly glitz-addicted and hype-addled filmmaker (the two 
worst Batman movies, A Time to Kill, etc.) has been gesturing to- 
wards smaller, grittier fare of late; 8mm (1999) repulsed me so 
much I skipped his next two, Tigerland and Flaivless, which seemed 
like honest enough attempts at something different, though 
Schumacher had to go and make Bad Company to prove to the 
studios that he still had a knack for big stupidness. Phone Booth is 
a Joel Schumacher movie for those who don't like Joel 
Schumacher movies. It's no classic, and any ten directors in 
thriller-movie history could've tightened the screws more el- 
egantly and maliciously, but Schumacher at least tells the story 
fast and hard. He serves the story. 

And that story — by Larry Gohen, veteran of many gim- 
micky yet amusing B-movie scripts {It's Alive, God Told Me To, Q) 
— is essentially one long conversation (it could easily be adapted 
to the stage). Suave New York publicist Stu Shepard (Colin Farrell) 
is trapped in a city phone booth by a moralizing sniper (Kiefer 
Sutherland, sounding richly entertained throughout) who wants 
Stu to fess up to his various crimes of dishonesty. Stu, married to 
comely shop owner Kelly (Radha Mitchell), has been pursuing a 




flirtation with aspiring actress Pam (Katie Holmes), calling her 
every day from this very phone booth. The phone rings, Stu picks 
up, and the game begins. 

Soon, someone is shot, Stu is blamed, the cops (led by Forest 
Whitaker in the Die Hard role of the rotund, sensible black officer 
on whose intelligence the hero's life rests) get involved, and Stu, 
commanded by the sniper not to leave the booth or spill the beans, 
is caught in a standoff. Like Dermis Hopper in Speed, the psycho 
in Phone Booth has thought of everything. He doesn't just want to 
kill Stu; he wants to force Stu, in a kind of brute intervention, to 
lay bare his soul and strip away the layers of lies that insulate 
him. After a while, Stu is sort of wishing the psycho would just 
kill him. 

Schumacher discovered Colin Farrell on Tigerland, and he 
places this movie fully in Farrell's care. Farrell has been groomed 
as the next big thing, but he doesn't really need grooming, and 
Schtimacher knows it; Stu's connection to the audience grows 
stronger the grubbier and more desperate he gets. And there's 
an added edge to the casting: with most A-list stars, the story 
would be hampered by the audience's awareness that nobody 
could possibly think that, say, Tom Cruise would shoot some- 
one. But what Colin Farrell has to sell is his bad-boy image, his 
amiable- regular-drinking-guy persona (last seen in the young Mel 
Gibson) with a pocket of craziness tmderneath. On television 
monitors during the standoff, Farrell's Stu looks like the kind of 
guy you'd see on live TV coverage. He's plausible as both a hero 
and a suspect, a tricky balancing act. If Phone Booth is a hit — 
surely the first Joel Schumacher film that deserves to score — 
credit will go less to Schumacher than to the actor whose melt-

You know, I'm starting to have doubts about what 
time of year this is. Not just because it's clearly the sec- 
ond week of April and we're still scraping chunks of ice 
and snow off our cars, but because we've coasted into 
yet another election season here in the tri-town area and 
have found it to be less chaotic, less negative, even some- 
what more courteous and downright personable than in 
recent years. 

Frankly, I've been amazed at how the campaigns 
for high-profile seats on the Boards of Selectmen in 
Mattapoisett and Rochester — both of which had hotly- 
contested races — have been free of the easy-target nega- 
tive advertising, mud-slinging and personal attacks. Not 
that I'm complaining, mind you ... it's rather refresh- 
ing. And I'm hoping the same will hold true for the 
Annual Town Election in Marion next month. 

I think it's worth noting that the candidates thus 
far have kept things civil and wisely chosen to stick to 
the issues and not base their campaigns on who they 
are, but rather on what they can offer the towns. Kudos 
to both Robert Rogers and newly-elected Mattapoisett 
Selectman Stephen Lombard for running clean, vibrant 
and engaging campaigns. I sensed there was a mutual 
respect for both candidates from the get-go, and they 
really helped set the tone for one of the better-run elec- 
tions in recent memory. 

Despite the outcome, I also think all Mattapoisett 
voters clearly won in being able to choose between two 
qualified candidates without having to play the "us" or 
"them" game which is so prevalent in politics. As much 



as I hate to admit it, elections can sometimes divide 
towns and pit residents against each other, and that 
wasn't the case at all this year in Mattapoisett. 

Meanwhile over in Rochester, things have been 
equally level-headed and professional. As of this writ- 
ing the outcome was still pending, but I have to con- 
gratulate both Gary Laboa and Patricia Ryan for also 
committing themselves to an honest and fair race which 
didn't sink to personal attacks or negative campaign- 
ing. As in Mattapoisett, Rochester voters were not 
saddled with selecting the proverbial "lesser of two 
evils," but had the option of either continuing with Ms. 
Ryan's proven leadership or welcoming a new voice to 
the democratic process. 

And from all indications at this point, I'm sure the 
upcoming race between incumbent Marion Selectman 
David Pierce and second-time challenger Stephen 
Gushing will be as fair-and-square as its tri-town coun- 
terparts. 

We media types often whine about those mundane 
elections where incumbents either glide into office year 
after year unopposed, or handily defeat a token candi- 
date who is neither qualified nor popular enough to gar- 
ner much support. This year is a clear exception to that 
rule and proves that elections don't have to be 
adversarial and slanderous. 

All six candidates should be proud of their efforts 
at exercising our democratic rights ... and so should 
every voter in Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester for 
making 2003 a Mud-Free Zone.
